The United Slates Cointilution provides 
as follows: — 


"No ]H-!-;on shall lie a Sonalor who 


iihall not have attained the ag«; of thirty 
yours and beon nim; yemv; a c-iti/en uf the 
United States, and who shall not. when 
elected, bo itn inhabitant of that r:tale tor 
which by shall be chosen." 


"The" times, places anil 
manner of 


holding elections for Senators shall' lie 
prescribed in each state by the Legisla- 
ture thereof; hut ihe Congress nmy at 
any time by law make or alter such reg- 
ulations except its to lint place for choos- 
ing Senators." 


In accordance with tins authority Con- 


greh« iu Jfifif! •;ji!'.c,iled a law providing as 
follows: 


"Fjich IIOUMO [of the Legislature] shall 


openly, by a TICII 
v<M-f vnie of eaefi mem- 


ber present, name one person for Senator 
in (-'ongress from such state, and 
the 


name of the per.son so voted for who re- 
ceives a majority of (he whole number of 
votes cast in caeh house, shall be. entered 
on the journal of Unit house by the clerk 
or-eeretury thereof; or. if either bouse 
tails to give such majority to any person 
(iu that day the fact shall be entered on 
the journal. 
At P2 o'clock meridian of 


the day following tbat on which proceed- 
ings are required to take place as afore- 
said, the members of (he.two houses Khali 
convene in joint assembly, and tho jour- 
nal of each house, slml'l then bo read, 
and if tho same person has received a 
majority of all the votes in each house he 
shall- -be declared duly elected Senator. 
But if the same person has not received 
a majority of the votes in eaeh house, or 
if either house lias failed lo tak-p proceed- 
ings as required by this section, the joint 
Assembly shall then proceed to choose, 
by a -i?iw I'ticf volo of each member pres- 
ent, a person for Senator: and Ihe per- 
son who receives a majority of all the 
votes of the joint Assembly. *u majority "f 
all the members elected to both houses 
being present and voting, .shall be de- 
clared duly elected. If no person receives 
such ft majority on Ihe first day the joint 
Afwemblj' shall meet tH twelve o'clock, 
meridian, of each succeeding day during 
the session ot the .Legislature., aiid shall 
take at least one vole, until a Senator i^ 
elected. 


"Whenever, during the session of {he 


Legislature of any state, a vacancy m-cur's 
in the representation of .such state in the 
Senate similar proceedings lo till such \;i 
caney shall be had on the second Tuesday 
after the Legislature w organized and baf* f 
nofice of ^ueh vacancy."

provides as follows:-- 


"No member of the Legislature »hall 


receive any civil appointment within this 
state-or tlie Senate of the United Stales 
from the Governor, the Governor and the.
